COLUMBIANA — Three can­ 
didates up for the mayor’s post 
will head the village office bal­ 
lot at next Tuesday’s election. 
The Republican 
incumbent, 
Lee Hoover, is presently serv­ 
ing out the unexpired term of 
Dale Kampfer, 
who 
resigned 
early this year, and is seeking 
election to his first full term. 
He is a meat cutter with the 
local A&P store. 


Harry Keylor, 
a 
salesman 
with Columbiana Motor Co., is 
the Democratic aspirant. 
Second in the three-man race 
for the Democratic nomination 
in the May primaries, Keylor 
was appointed by the. party’s 
central 
committeemen 
after 
nominee Glen Chaddock’s death 
in July. He has not previously 
held public office. 
Running as an independent is 
Robert L. Bott, a building su­ 
perintendent 
for 
Stan - Jim 
Homes in Youngstown. 
In his only other try for po­ 
litical office, Bott ran unsuc­ 
cessfully for a councilman nom­ 
ination in 1965 as a Republican. 


FOUR MEN W ILL B E com­ 
peting for the two council seats 
to be filled. 
The lone incumbent on the 
ballot, Richard McKee, a Re­ 
publican, will be trying for his 
third full term at the job. 
He previously served one two- 
year term, one four-year term, 
and the unexpired term of Rob­ 
ert Cope, who resigned.

President Nix o n ap p arently sco red a do u ble 
co u p with his Su p reme Co u rt strategy . He has 
two no minees who are difficu lt to fau lt and he 
kno cked o ff the p ractice o f su bmitting a list o f 
candidates to the American Bar Asso ciatio n 
(ABA). 
No v isible o p p o sitio n is fo rming against his 
no minees, Lewis F. Po well Jr., a trial lawy er 
and fo rmer ABA p resident and William H. 
Rehnq u ist an assistant atto rney general. 


P R E S I D E N T NIXON makes no bo nes abo u t 
the p hilo so p hy o f the two men p aralleling his o wn 
co nserv ativ e natu re and that his mo tiv e in 
cho o sing them was to “balance” the Su p reme 
Co u rt mo re nearly to his p erso nal liking. 
An o v erriding facto r in the President’s cho ice 
o f the two men was his belief that ju dicial co n­ 
serv ativ es o n the Su p reme Co u rt will imp ro v e 
chances fo r internal secu rity . 
A statement by Mr. Po well when he step p ed 
do wn as ABA p resident in 1965 p retty well su ms 
u p what Mr. Nix o n has in mind: 
“The key p ro blem is o ne o f balance. While the 
safegu ards o f a fair trial mu st su rely be 
p reserv ed, the right o f so ciety in general and 
each indiv idu al in p articu lar to be p ro tected 
fro m crime mu st nev er be su bo rdinated to o ther 
rights.” 
Mr. Nix o n has left his o p p o nents high and dry 
by carefu lly p icking men who canno t be fau lted 


fo r p rev io u s decisio ns o r q u estio nable earlier 
asso ciatio ns. 
The President, o wner o f a v ariety o f scars 
fro m v o ters and the Senate, is p ro v ing again that 
he learns fro m his mistakes. 
And o n the disco ntinu atio n o f the p ractice o f 
su bmitting a list o f p o tential high co u rt no minees 
to the ABA fo r screening, Mr. Nix o n again made 
his mo v e in a manner that ex clu des mo st 
criticism. 
Who can blame him fo r refu sing to send the 
ABA a list that immediately beco mes p u blic 
info rmatio n, a p o litical fo o tball and su bjects a 
nu mber o f p eo p le to p enetrating inv estigatio n 
o u tside the co ntro l o f the bar asso ciatio n? 
This do es no t mean an end to the influ ence o f 
the ABA in the u ltimate cho ice, it ju st means the 
screening p anel will hav e to wo rk o n sp ecific 
no minees after they are named by the President 


T H E R E ALSO IS NO reaso n why the ABA 
canno t send the President a list o f p o tential 
candidates it endo rses, if it so cho o ses, the nex t 
time a v acancy o ccu rs. 
The list giv en the ABA a few day s ago did no t 
inclu de the names o f the two no minees which has 
cau sed so me criticism. 
Bu t the o v er-all decisio n o n whether the 
President u tilized 
carefu l 
strategy 
in 
his 
Su p reme Co u rt mo v es o r reso rted to trickiness, 
dep ends in large p art o n which side o f the 
p o litical fence the o bserv er finds himself.

o rdered co mbinatio n lo cks o n bathro o m do o rs in 
federal o ffice bu ildings. 
With gu ards, electro nic alarms, clo sed-circu it 
telev isio n and co mbinatio n lo cks being o rder o f 
the day , we are back to the fo rtress age. 


Taxes and Business 


Befo re the cu rrent legislativ e sessio n, Ohio 
was co nsidered o ne o f the mo re attractiv e in­ 
du strial states — fro m a tax standp o int. Penn­ 
sy lv ania, o n the o ther hand, has had a rep u tatio n 
fo r p u tting the bite o n bu siness. The q u estio n 
natu rally aro se as to whether a ho stile tax 
climate really disco u rages indu stry fro m ex ­ 
p anding o r mo v ing into the state.

After completing rehabilitation 
programs, weekly earnings of 
these individuals rose to an 
average of $69 weekly. 
On a national basis, 
their 
earnings increased by an esti­ 
mated total of $770,000,000 an­ 
nually. 
FUEL CRISIS: Dr. Edward 
E. David, Jr., the President’s 
science adviser, thinks Ameri­ 
cans are going to have to stop 
wasting fuel — and soon. 
He notes that energy - power 
consumption has skyrocketed in 
the past few years, and at the 
present rate U. S. power con­ 
sumption will double every ten 
years. 
Dr. David is doubtful that the

vast financial capital needed will 
enable our electric generating 
capacity to grow that fast. New 
technology is being explored, 
but

To help curb power consump­ 
tion, Dr. David thinks “regres­ 
sive” rate structures will have 
to be changed. Now consumers 
pay a lower unit rate as they* 
increase their power consump­ 
tion.
